They ’re 
delightful, lo v able, funny , irre­ 
sistible and wo nderfully unpre­ 
dictable. I really hate to see 
them gro w o ut o f the peanut 
stage.” 
Charles M. Schulz sho uld 
kno w. He’s the creato r o f “ Pea­ 
nuts,” the co mic strip being 
distributed to 
newspapers 
thro ugho ut the wo rld by United 
Feature Sy ndicate, Inc., which 
has wo n pheno menal po pularity 
amo ng readers o f all ages and 
earned fo r Schulz such prized 
ho no rs as the Natio nal Carto o n­ 
ists’ So ciety ’s “ Carto o nist o f 
the Year” award in 1956 and 
1964 (the o nly two -time win­ 
ner), the so ciety ’s “ Best Hu­ 
mo r Strip o f the Year” award in 
1962, the 195 8 “ Humo rist o f the 
Year” award o f the Yale Rec­ 
o rd, and many o thers. In 1963 
Anderso n Co llege, Anderso n, 
Ind., besto wed o n him an ho n­ 
o rary do cto rate degree in hu-

mane letters. A similar ho no r­ 
ary degree was giv en to him in 
J une, 1966, by St. Mary ’s Co l­ 
lege, St. Mary ’s, Calif. 
In the fall o f 1965 artist- 
writer Schulz was inv ited to 
create a telev isio n special fo r 
netwo rk 
presentatio n, 
and 
the result was “ A Charlie 
Bro wn Christmas,” which 
was bro adcast in December, 
1965 , and earned a Peabo dy 
Award and a Telev isio n 
Academy Emmy Award. 
This was fo llo wed in the 
spring o f 1966 by the tremen­ 
do usly 
po pular “ Charlie 
Bro wn’s All-Stars,” a humo r­ 
o us salute to baseball and v a­ 
catio n time, and “ It’s the 
Great Pumpkin, 
Charlie 
Bro wn.” Ano ther TV special 
is called “ He’s Yo ur Do g, 
Charlie Bro wn.” All o f these 
sho ws hav e been bro adcast 
sev eral times. 
In 1967 an o ff-Bro adway mus­ 
ical, “ Yo u’re A Go o d Man, 
Charlie Bro wn,” and it is still 
play ing to capacity audiences. 
And, alto gether, 20 v ersio ns o f 
the sho w are being put o n by 
ro ad co mpanies thro ugho ut the 
United States and abro ad.

The Western Airlines jet was 
o rdered to Algiers after the hi­ 
jacker, who claimed at first to 
hav e a bo mb and three acco m­ 
plices, released all 41 passen­ 
gers fo rced to fly with him 
fro m San Francisco , po lice 


said. The FBI said fiv e crew 
men were o n bo ard fo r the 
transatlantic flight. 
The air pirate, a y o ung black 
man dressed in a military uni­

Railsback praises today's students in SVC speech

Co ngressman To m Railsback, R-Mo line, 19th Dis­ 
trict, principal speaker at the Sauk Valley Co llege Student 
Activ ities Reco gnitio n Banquet Friday when 5 2 students 
were ho no red, used his co llege ex perience and his co n­ 
gressio nal activ ities to pay tribute to to day ’s students. 
Rajlsback, who no ted the o ccasio n was his first v isit to 
the SVC campus, co mmented that the students were being 
reco gnized fo r scho o l and co mmunity activ ities. 
He reminisced that in the 195 0s, when he was a student 
at Grinnell (Io wa) Co llege, he play ed basketball but cared 
little abo ut the co llege co mmunity no r ho w things were 
go ing back ho me. 


“ We were, I fo rget what they called us, but we were 
no t v ery pro gressiv e,” the co ngressman recalled. 
(Perhaps the co ngressman fo rgo t o n purpo se, but we 
recall the students o f the 195 0s hav e been dubbed “ the si­ 
lent generatio n.” — Ed.) 
Railsback declared so me o f to day ’s students may 
alarm the adult generatio n with ex treme behav io r, but 
that mo st students act as if they kno w there is mo re to life 
than participating in a business activ ity o r just being a 
co llege student. 
“ Peo ple beco me leaders by taking interest in activ i­ 
ties which are no t related to making mo ney and by being 
willing to giv e o f their time to help o thers,” the co ngress­ 
man o bserv ed. 
He said he tho ught the change in the interest o f to ­ 
day ’s y o ung peo ple began with the Peace Co rps’ idealism 
and came to fruitio n o n the 1968 campaign o f Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy . 


“ What y o uth did in the McCarthy campaign awak­ 
ened many po liticians to the impact y o ung peo ple can 
hav e when they are o rganized, are articulate, hav e a pur­ 
po se and kno w what to do ,” suggested Railsback'. 
The co ngressman related he was first elected in 1966 
and was almo st immediately co nfro nted with the disen­ 
chantment and disillusio nment o f y o ung peo ple and wit­ 
nessed the demo nstratio ns, pro tests and rio ts which 
cro pped up in the later y ears o f the 1960s. 


As a result o f this, Railsback rev ealed he was in­ 
cluded amo ng 22 y o ung Republican co ngressmen who de­ 
cided to spread o ut in different directio ns and go o n co l­ 
lege campuses to see what was really go ing o n. 
“ I was assigned the no rtheastern part o f the United 
States,” Railsback recalled, “ and v isited Harv ard, Mas­ 
sachusetts Institute o f Techno lo gy , Radcliffe, and No rth­ 
eastern Univ ersity .” 
The co ngressman related he talked with leaders o f 
Students fo r a Demo cratic So ciety , who to ld him they 
were Co mmunists; with members o f the Afro -American 
students who to ld o f their pro blems with the white cul­ 
ture; with student leaders, and at rando m with co llege 
students. 


“ I also met with co llege presidents who were bo th lib­ 
eral and co nserv ativ e abo ut ho w the student unrest sho uld 
be handled,” he co ntinued. 
The co nclusio n o f the 22 co ngressmen when they re­ 
turned to Washingto n, Railsback repo rted, was “ that 
o ften there is no go o d co mmunicatio n between adminis­ 
tratio ns and students and this results in deep frustratio n. 
“ It was po inted o ut to me by o ne co llege president,” 
Railsback remarked, “ that the curriculum in many co l­ 
leges was no t v ery relev ant to to day ’s so ciety . 
“ I was an English majo r in co llege,” the co ngress­ 
man no ted, “ and such an idea wo uld hav e nev er o ccurred 
to me!” 


The o utstanding thing which came o ut o f the to urs o f 
the 22 co ngressmen, acco rding to Railsback, was the co n­ 
v ictio n amo ng them that y o ung peo ple must be challenged 
to wo rk thro ugh legitimate channels. 
“ This led to the franchising o f 18 -y ear-o lds to v o te,” 
the co ngressman declared. 
Railsback asserted the questio ning, cy nical challenge 
to The Sy stem o n the part o f y o ung peo ple is a credit to us 
“ and I believ e the United States will co ntinue to be a great 
natio n no t o nly techno lo gically , but thro ugh the reco gni­ 
tio n o f human v alues which to day ’s y o uth impress upo n 
us.” 


Befo re he spo ke Dr. Edward J . Sabo l, SVC president, 
briefly remarked that the challenge to the co llege in addi­ 
tio n to its academic o bligatio ns “ is to make indiv iduals an 
indiv idual and that this can be acco mplished by pro v iding 
additio nal interests in which the students can dev elo p dif­ 
ferential influence bo th in and o ut o f classro o ms. 
“ This is the enrichment ingredient which we must 
pro v ide students,” co ncluded Dr. Sabo l. 
Dav id Weissenburger, president Asso ciated Students’ 
Bo ard, declared, “ Ex tra curricular activ ities are just as 
v ital to students as academic achiev ements and at SVC 
there are many areas fo r student inv o lv ement.” 
Michael Seguin, directo r o f student activ ities, SVC, 
was master o f ceremo nies. 


Students ho no red fell into three catego ries: student 
achiev ement award winners; students listed in “ Who ’s 
Who Amo ng Students in American J unio r Co lleges,” and 
students receiv ing “ Significant Serv ice Awards” ’ fro m 
Sauk Valley Co llege. 
The annual junio r co llege student achiev ements 
awards— giv en to the co llege’s o utstanding male and fe­ 
male students in terms o f achiev ing career go als—went to 
Anna Ruth Bo wman, Dix o n, and Ev an W. Reed J r 
Sterling.

Fro m the end o f Wo rld War II 
u ntil the late 19 6 0s, bu siness in 
America grew and p ro sp ered in a 
warmly su p p o rtiv e so cial and p o lit­ 
ical env iro nment. 
In the 19 50s and 19 6 0s, bu siness 
gav e the co u ntry what it wanted— 
hu ge Gro ss Natio nal Pro du ct, a 
bo o ming eco no my , fu ll emp lo y ment 
and, fo r the first tim e in histo ry , af­ 
flu ence fo r the m ajo rity o f the p eo ­ 
p le.

And no bo dy , say s Hardesty , lo st 
any sleep o v er the fact that co m p eti­ 
tiv e circu m stances did no t p erm it 
energy su p p liers to p rice their p ro ­ 
du cts to p ro v ide fo r p ro p er land rec­ 
lamatio n and the eliminatio n o f air 
and w ater p o llu tio n. 
Im agine, he say s, the answ er a 
salesm an wo u ld hav e go tten

y ears ago if he had said, ‘‘Yes, we 
can deliv er co al fo r $3.7 5 a to n, o r 
cru de o il fo r $1.75 a barrel, bu t we’ll

LOS ANGELES (KFS)— The 
great iro ny o f the v io lent co ntro v er­ 
sy o v er Sen. Geo rge McGo v ern’s 
drastic p ro gram to rev am p so ciety 
is that it has little chance o f hap p en­ 
ing in the near fu tu re. 
McGo v ern himself stressed in a 
recent Wall Street Jo u rnal adv er­ 
tisem ent designed to so o the bu si­ 
nessmen alarm ed by his p ro p o sals 
that they sho u ld m erely ‘‘be regard­ 
ed alway s as su ggestio ns fo r co nsid­ 
eratio n by the Co ngress.” He added 
that ‘‘su ch co nsideratio n m u st be 
deliberate, reaso nable, and techni­ 
cally so u nd.” 
That is no t q u ite the way McGo v ­ 
ern tells it as he cam p aigns here fo r 
the su p er-p rim ary o n Tu esday . The 
idea he co nv ey s is that if he is elect­ 
ed President, he will ex p ect Co n­ 
gress to be so im p ressed by his p u b­ 
lic m andate it will p ro mp tly and 
o bediently enact his who le p ro gram 
into law. 
Bu t Co ngress is go ing to be far 
mo re p ractical and bu dget-minded 
abo u t McGo v ern’s p ro gram than 
cam p aign 
o rato ry 
cu rrently 
re­ 
q u ires the candidate to be. McGo v ­ 
ern has rep eatedly refu sed to esti­ 
m ate the co st o f his p ro gram , p artic­ 


ularly the sectio n dealing with mini­ 
mum inco me g rants to ev ery perso n. 
He co ncedes, ho wev er, that it may 
be so mewhat ex pensiv e. His o ppo ­ 
nents say it will certainly be disas­ 
tro usly ex pensiv e. 
M cGo v ern’s better so ciety is to 
be financed p rim arily thro u gh the 
$32 billio n he wo u ld sav e by whack­ 
ing the defense bu dget mo re than 40 
p er cent, bu t it is difficu lt to im agine 
the Ho u se and Senate Armed Serv ­ 
ices co m m ittees ap p ro v ing su ch a 
hefty cu t, since they hav e a traditio n 
o f defending m ilitary ex p enditu res. 
Ev en if by so me miracle Co ng ress 
co uld be persuaded to make sub­ 
stantial reductio ns in the military , 
there is no assurance the mo ney 
wo uld then be channeled into such 
jo b-pro ducing pro g rams McGo v ern 
env isio ns as mass transit and ho us­ 
ing co nstructio n. Indeed, the current 
mo o d in Co ng ress is to sav e ev ery 
penny po ssible, no t autho rize sweep­ 
ing new ex penditures. 
Ev en as tig ht-fisted as it has been 
the last two y ears, Co ng ress has al­ 
ready added $1 billio n to President 
Nix o n’s spending plans and likely 
will add sev eral billio n mo re, much 
o f it reflecting increased co sts o f ex ­ 
isting pro g rams Nix o n wishes to cut 


In su fficient su p p ly . Witho u t en­ 
v iro nm ental 
d am ag e. 
W itho u t 
threat to health and safety . Witho u t 
p eril fro m radiatio n. Witho u t o ff­ 
sho re drilling. Witho u t su rface min­ 
ing. 
—And it still wants it cheap . 
All these desires are u nderstand­ 
able, say s Hardesty , bu t we can’t 
hav e them all, no t in the sam e wo rld. 
One thing we m u st hav e, he 
u rges, is a natio nal energy p o licy 
which no t o nly co mes to grip s with 
bu t p ro v ides the m eans o f reso lv ing 
the cru cial issu es. 
‘‘I think it is a natio nal im p era­ 
tiv e that we determ ine what energy 
we need, in the sho rt-term and lo ng­ 
term fu tu re. Determ ine where and 
ho w to su p p ly this energy , balance 
env iro nm ental req u irem ents, ado p t 
a p lan to do all o f this and get o n with 
the jo b.” 
Within this kind o f framewo rk it 
will be p o ssible to dev elo p a natio nal 
p ro gram to bridge the ‘‘energy 
gap .” 
Bu t to co ntinu e to delay it, he 
warns, is p u re fo lly . 
Short on power 


Su m m er is icu men in. And with 
it, a so u nd o f clicking will again be 
heard in the land—the clicking o f 
switches fo r air co nditio ners and 
fans, ice cru shers and w ater co o lers, 
swimming p o o l filters and p atio 
lights. They ’ll all be tu rned o n with 
increasing freq u ency , go bbling u p 
mo re electricity than ev er befo re. 
No w is the time to co nsider bo th 
the co ming warm w eather and the 
energy dilemma that, in recent 
y ears has co me to acco m p any it. 
The p ro blem with energy is that 
it is v ery sim ilar to a p ay check—no ­ 
bo dy p ay s mu ch attentio n to it u ntil 
it is missing. 
In the p ast decade we hav e been 
eating o ff the energy shelf and no t 
bu ilding u p a su fficient reserv e ca­ 
p acity . This do es no t necessarily 
mean that eno u gh reso u rces are no t 
no w av ailable, bu t it do es mean that 
they hav en’t y et been tap p ed and 
added to reserv es. 
In the last few y ears we hav e wit­ 
nessed the end o f o ne energy era in 
this natio n and the beginning o f a 
new o ne. 
Befo re this change there was a 
rap id energy co nsu mp tio n gro wth, 
abu ndant su p p lies, lo w p rices and 
co m p lete disregard fo r the im p act 
o n p hy sical env iro nment. 
In to day ’s new era o f energy u se, 
we are finding that the barrel, in­ 
deed, do es hav e a bo tto m. 
It is naiv e to endo rse a no -gro wth- 
in-energy p o licy , fo r to su rv iv e at 
o u r cu rrent standard o f liv ing we 
mu st gro w. No p arent wants his chil­ 
dren o r grandchildren to hav e less o f 
any thing than he did. Bu t a clean en­ 
v iro nm ent is inclu ded in this. 
Ov er the last few y ears so me co n­ 
serv atio n gro u p s hav e in effect kep t 
large so u rces o f energy o ff the m ar­ 
ket u ntil the techno lo gy to ‘‘keep it 
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clean” is dev elo p ed. Mo st ex p erts 
agree, ho wev er, that it is stretching 
a p o int to say that blacko u ts and 
bro wno u ts hav e been cau sed by 
these env iro nm entalists. 
The simp le fact is that there hav e 
been to o many cases where an elec­ 
tric p lant was designed and env iro n­ 
mental p ro tectio n was grafted o n 
later instead o f being m ade an inte­ 
gral p art. 
Actu ally , in the p ast we hav e 
been kidding o u rselv es that we hav e 
been getting cheap p o wer when the 
reaso n was that we w eren’t p ay ing 
the fu ll bill. Liabilities against u s 
hav e been bu ilding u p in env iro n­ 
m ental degradatio n and natu ral re­ 
so u rce dep letio n. 
To day abo u t 75 p er cent o f the na­ 
tio n’s energy co mes fro m o il and 
gas, 20 p er cent fro m co al, 4 p er cent 
is hy dro electric and less than 1 p er 
cent is nu clear. 
Mu ch o f this fu el is tu rned into 
electricity . Bu t du ring the co nv er­ 
sio n p ro cess u p to two -thirds o f the 
energy is lo st as escap ing heat and 
o ther waste. 
This p ro blem o f lo st efficiency 
co mbines with the fact that in the 
first three y ears o f o p eratio n the av ­ 
erage reliability o f large electrical 
generating u nits has been o nly 6 0 p er 
cent. That is, fu ll p o wer o u tp u t was 
av ailable ju st mo re than half the 
time. 
New metho ds o f p ro du cing, sto r­ 
ing and transm itting electrical ener­ 
gy are being stu died. Bu t ju st when 
realistic alternativ es will be av aila­ 
ble is no t kno wn. 
Techno lo gy had better hu rry , 
tho u gh, becau se scientists p ro ject 
that in the co ming 20 y ears we 
Americans will co nsu me mo re ener­ 
gy than has been co nsu med in all o f 
the 20th centu ry u ntil no w.

HHH old hat politics 
to California voters

LOS ANGELES (N E A )- Sen. 
Hu bert Hu mp hrey , fighting fo r the 
p residency to cap a natio nal career 
lau nched in 19 48, has o nly day s to try 
to destro y the credibility o f his hard- 
driv ing Califo rnia p rim ary riv al, 
Sen. Geo rge McGo v ern. 
Make no m istake abo u t it, that is 
H u m p hrey ’s o bjectiv e. And he has 
cho sen McGo v ern’s co mp lex tax re­ 
fo rm p ro p o sals and his related p lan 
fo r a $1,000 annu al inco me grant to 
all citizens as the mo st v u lnerable 
sp o ts to attack. Say s a Hu mp hrey 
m anager: 
‘‘If we can sho w that McGo v ern’s 
welfare and tax ideas do n’t make 
mu ch sense, then May be a lo t o f p eo ­ 
p le will figu re that so me o f his o ther 
ideas m ight no t m ake sense, either.” 
The strategy , then, is elemental. 
This is the y ear when, p u tting aside 
the sp ecial case o f Go v . Geo rge Wal­ 
lace, as antip o litical and thu s credi­ 
ble. In state after state, v o ters hav e 
registered at least so me m easu re o f 
belief that McGo v ern is different, 
that he stand fo r change. Hu mp hrey 
is assau lting him fro ntally o n this 
v ery sco re, kno wing the cru cial Cal­ 
ifo rnia p rim ary m ay be his last 
fighting gro u nd. 
There are nu mero u s o bserv ers 
and p o liticians who earnestly be­ 
liev e that McGo v ern is indeed v u l­ 
nerable, that his defense cu t p ro p o s­ 
als are u nrealistic, that his tax re­ 
fo rms hav e no chance with Co ngress 
and he kno ws it, that his inco me- 
grant p lan as a su bstitu te fo r the 
welfare mess is at o nce im p ractical 
and co stlier to middle-inco me tax ­ 
p ay ers than he will ackno wledge. 
On a recent Satu rday mo rning, 
McGo v ern aides tried fo r mo re than 
an ho u r to ex p lain his eco no mic p ro ­ 
p o sals to a ro o mfu l o f rep o rters. 
Fo u rteen ho u rs later, tho se news­ 
men were still try ing to figu re o u t 
what the p lans were all abo u t, and 
what the real co nseq u ences might be 
fo r the middle-inco me tax p ay ers 


who se rev o lt has giv en McGo v ern’s 
candidacy so me o f its stro ngest 
thru sts. 
Yet, if there is a case to be m ade 
against McGo v ern’s credibility as a 
man who can p ro du ce real and sen­ 
sible change, the q u estio n being 
asked in Califo rnia is whether Hu ­ 
bert Hu mp hrey is the m an to m ake 
it. 
Neither in the p rim aries he has 
wo n no r in tho se he has lo st has 
Hu mp hrey m ade the big dent. He 
w ears the o ld hat. Fo r millio ns o f 
v o ters, he has been v isible to o lo ng, 
and that machinegu n v o ice has ra t­ 
tled o u t to o m any p ro m ises, to o 
m any emo tio nal p leas fo r help , to o 
m any recitals o f things do ne y ears 
ago . 


If the m o re p enetrating p o ll-tak- 
ers o f 19 72 are right, then v o ters this 
y ear are no t disp o sed to giv e new 
credits fo r o ld achiev em ents. Old 
sco rebo ards 
do n’t 
attract them. 
They want a new slate and fresh be­ 
ginnings. 
W hatev er m ay be in H u bert’s in­ 
nerm o st tho u ghts, he is no t p u blicly 
accep ting these signs. He so u ght the 
debates with McGo v ern, ho p ing in 
them to p ro v e his riv al no mo re 
credible than any o ther mo dern-day 
wo rking p o litician. 


H u m p hrey ’s m anagers will tell 
y o u he is p u lling it o ff, that McGo v - 
v ern the credible is being dam aged 
in the ey es o f the decisiv e middle-in­ 
co me Califo rnian. 
A naly sts o u tside H u m p hrey ’s 
cam p argu e, ho wev er, that ev ery 
tim e he trains his ratling machine- 
gu n o n McGo v ern, the cru cial v o ters 
p u t their hands o v er their ears and 
v o w m o re v igo ro u sly to cast their lo t 
with the m an they feel so u nds new 
and different. 
Mu ch o f Hu mp hrey is already 
histo ry . He may need a m iracle to 
p ersu ade Califo rnians 
he sho u ld 
make m o re o f it in the White Ho u se. 
(Newsp ap er Enterp rise Assn.) 
'I 
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back. A Ho use-Senate special co m­ 
mittee repo rt predicts the Federal 
budg et deficit fo r the y ear ending 
J une 30 will be abo ut $28.8 billio n. 
Many Co ng ressmen, including such 
fig ures as Ho use Appro priatio ns 
Co mmittee Chairman Geo rg e Ma­ 
ho n and Way s and Means Chairman 
Wilbur Mills, co nsider this deficit 
lev el into lerable. 
Maho n and Mills will be v ery re­ 
luctant to buy a McGo v ern packag e 
that carries an unspecified but hig h 
price tag , and that in additio n 
thro ws o ut kno wn pro g rams to ex ­ 
periment with untested new o nes. So 
will be the key Senate chairmen. 
Part o f the difficulty o f passing 
McGo v ern’s pro g ram is that its ele­ 
ments are so interlo cking it canno t 
be easily dig ested piecemeal; Co n­ 
g ress must really eat the who le thing 
at o ne sitting . 
Grav e inequities wo uld result, fo r 
instance, if McGo v ern’s co rpo rate 
tax refo rms did no t pass but his min­ 
imum inco me g rant, financed partly 
by hig her tax es o n families with an­ 
nual salaries abo v e $12,000, did pass. 
The middle-inco me fello w wo uld be 
wo rse o ff than he is no w. 
There wo uld be similar injustice 
if his minimum inco me g rant passed 


but his co mprehensiv e medical 
health plan did no t. The g rant is en­ 
v isio ned as being partly financed 
thro ug h the eliminatio n o f so me pro ­ 
v isio ns o f So cial Security . The g aps 
in medical and o ther benefits that 
wo uld thus result are in turn env i­ 
sio ned as being resto red in the medi­ 
cal health plan. 
No t ev en a McGo v ern landslide 
co uld shift the balance o f po wer suf­ 
ficiently in Co ng ress to transfo rm its 
current mo o d. Only o ne impo rtant 
Senate chairman is in jeo pardy this 
y ear; all impo rtant Ho use chairmen 
seem to be safe. 
One Demo cratic liberal who is a 
Capito l Hill v eteran was g lo o my 
abo ut the pro spects o f a McGo v ern 
Presidency . ‘‘Co ng ress will g o o n a 
sitdo wn strike,” he predicted. 
‘‘No thing , repeat no thing , will g et 
passed fo r fo ur y ears. ’ ’ 
McGo v ern’s pro g ram therefo re 
seems to be useful to v o ters no t so 
much as a g uide to what will happen 
but as a clue to the bent o f his mind. 
The wo rth o f that in turn depends o n 
the deg ree to which o ne is willing to 
believ e any candidate resembles the 
o ffice ho lder he may later beco me.

I hav e recently co mpleted a bac­ 
terial inv estig atio n o f Ro ck Riv er 
fo r my Adv anced Bio lo g y class pro j­ 
ect, testing specially fo r a g ro up o f 
bacteria called co lifo rms. Co lifo rms 
are harmless o rg anisms present in 
human feces in larg e numbers. 
Ho wev er since human wastes are 
the mo st so urce o f patho g enic o r dis­ 
ease-pro ducing o rg anisms, an unus­ 
ually hig h co ncentratio n o f co li­ 
fo rms in a stream g iv es cause fo r 
co ncern. 
Water samples were taken at 
bo th the Dix o n Municipal and Dix o n 
State Scho o l Sewag e Treatment 
Plants and the Galena Av enue 
Bridg e. Fro m my finding s I can fair­ 
ly safely co nclude that these two 
treatment plants are in co mpliance 
with state standards fo r co lifo rms 
and are no t co ntributing to Ro ck 
Riv er’s sewag e po llutio n. As fo r the 


entire riv er, the situatio n is no t so 
brig ht. A 19 6 9 Water Quality Net­ 
wo rk Data Surv ey co nducted co li­ 
fo rms tests o n Ro ck Riv er at the Ga­ 
lena Av enue Bridg e. Their av erag e 
reading was 17,043 co lifo rms per o ne 
hundred millimeters o f water. This 
is mo re than three times hig her than 
the water quality standard o f 5 ,000 
per 100 millimeters. My finding s fo r 
19 72 were slig htly lo wer, 14,145 per 
100 millimeters, but still nearly 
three times g reater than the stand­ 
ard. What do these hig h co lifo rm 
co unts mean? It means that Ro ck 
Riv er is still po lluted despite im­ 
pro v ed sewag e treatment facilities 
and that it is po tentially hazardo us 
fo r recreatio nal activ ities such as 
swimming o r skiing .

*4 cup sugar 
*4 cup cornstarch 
>4 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon grated lemon 
peel 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 can (14 ounces) 
condensed milk 
1 pint dairy sour cream 
Mi pint heavy cream, 
whipped and 
sweetened 
Blend shortening, butter, 
egg, ‘/4-teaspoon salt, pudding 
mix and flour in large mixing 
bowl.

(A P )—T he 
board of directors, as con- 
stitued in many companies “ is 
an anomaly bordering on an 
absurdity ... it is an appendage 
rather than governing head ... 
it reigns rather than rules.” 
T he statements are derived 
from an analysis by Dr. Eu­ 
gene Jennings 
of Michigan 
State University that accom­ 
panies a survey of what is de­ 
scribed as the 46 top companies 
in the Fortune magazine list of 
500 largest industrials. 
Jennings doesn’t claim that 
these 
successful 
companies 
have permitted their boards to 
become mere appendages, but 
he claims that many corpo­ 
rations, including famous ones, 
are guilty of that lapse. T hey 


are, he says, immature. 
Successful directors 
today 
are anxious to determine their 
proper function and purpose, 
especially after the sudden 
troubles that have endangered 
giants such as Penn-Central. 
But that anxiety, Jennings sug­ 
gest, is recent. 
Not long ago, he says, “ the 
directors 
were 
selected 
to 
grace the corporate image.” 
T heir names and sometimes 
their presence lent prestige to a 
company. T heir services other­ 
wise were almost irrelevant.” 
T here was—and still is in 
many companies—the attitude 
that the board should be an ex­ 
clusive club of successful chaps 
who maintained a discreet and 
easy conviviality that origi­ 
nated years earlier in an Ivy 
League school. 


T he survey, by Earle Brown 
& Associates for the executive 
search firm of Lamalie Associ­ 
ates, also shows: T hey are di­ 
rectors of five other organ­ 
izations, 59 years old, in their 
11th year as a director, are 
paid between $2,000 and $10,000 
a year. 
Despite their somewhat pas­ 
sive role in the past, Jennings 
believed that the role of direc­ 
tors is growing in importance 
as American business matures. 
T he first stage of maturity 
was manufacturing, the second 
managerial. T he third and final 
stage of maturity, he states, is 
corporate government, in which 
the 
focus 
of 
responsibility 
broadens enormously. 
Jennings, a management pro­ 
fessor and consultant to blue- 
chip companies, claims that the 


whole corporation—employes, 
managers, directors—must be 
made more responsive to the 
reality of the world today—a 
reality that includes not only 
profits but consumerism, wom­ 
en’s rights, environmental pol­ 
lution and so on. 
T hese are issues that will re­ 
quire the director to speak up. 
T he president may be chal­ 
lenged by a board that recog­ 
nizes the need to be responsive, 
to be mature. 
During this period of trans­ 
formation there will be great 
stress in the board room, Jen­ 
nings states. 
“ T he president will know by 
the noise... when he is entering 
State T hree maturity.” And he 
adds: “ For many a chief exec­ 
utive it is later than he cares to 
think!”

NEW YORK (A P) - T he 
U.S. business office used to be 
a place of work only. T oday it 
has become pretty much the so­ 
cial center of American life. 
As many a boss is aware, 
getting a job done is only a dim 
problem in the back of many a 
worker’s head when he gets up 
in the morning and comes to 
his home away from home—the 
office. 
In some ways he finds his of­ 
fice more relaxing than his 
home, because he has fewer re­ 
sponsibilities 
there 
and

Millions of American working 
husbands 
and 
wives 
sym­ 
bolically run away from home 
every day now. T hey go to the 
office. 
Why? Because that’s where 
the real fun is.

A business office is still reck­ 
oned as a market place. But 
that is only one of the functions 
it served. It is also a rest 
home, a restaurant, a hospital, 
a recreation area, an entertain­ 
ment complex, a beauty parlor, 
a barbershop, a church, a gym­ 
nasium, a forum, and a passion 
pit where there is more hanky 
panky going on than at the av­ 
erage drive-in theater. 
You go into the conference 
room, and what is going on 
there? T he group may be con­ 
sidering raising or lowering the 
price of a product. It is more 


likely, on the other hand, to be 
arguing over whether manage­ 
ment should be asked to change 
the color and design of the 
drapes. 


You go up to any desk at ran­ 
dom, and what is happening? 
T he man may be writing a 
business memo. He could also 
be calling his girl friend, taking 
a nap, or even selling Christ­ 
mas cards or real estate on the 
side. 


You go into the men’s wash­ 
room, and what do you see? 
You see two office boys giving 
each other a haircut, three 
guys hiding out with hangovers, 
and a senior vice president 
washing the drip-dry shirt he 
plans to wear that evening. 
T here is a small morning 
prayer meeting going on in the 
cafeteria, but what is going on 
in the ladies’ room a mere 
male can only guess. 
And what is going on in the 
stockroom? Here modesty must 
draw a curtain where there is 
none. An orgy is an orgy is an 
orgy.

The Cherry mine disaster 


On Satu rday , No v . 13,1909, ap p ro x imately 
500 men an d bo y s emp lo y ed by th e St. Pau l 
Co al Co . in Ch erry , 111., said go o dby e to th eir 
families an d wen t to wo rk fo r an o th er day in 
th e big min e at th e n o rth en d o f to wn . 
Mo re th an h alf th at n u mber n ev er re­ 
tu rn ed h o me. 
At early aftern o o n th e bu stlin g little co m­ 
mu n ity so me 40 miles so u th o f Dix o n an d 
th ree miles n o rth o f Ladd was p lu n ged in to 
n ear p an ic. A co lu mn o f black smo ke ro lled 
fro m th e sh aft o f th e co al min e th at, by 1909 
stan dards at least, was co n sidered o n e o f th e 
safest in th e co u n try . 
By day ’s en d, ev en th o u gh th e actu al to ll 
was n o t to be kn o wn fo r sev eral mo n th s, 259 
min ers an d rescu e wo rkers (h alf th e adu lt 
male p o p u latio n o f Ch erry ) h ad died o r were 
do o med in a ro arin g u n dergro u n d fu rn ace. 
“Ho rrible, h o rrible are th e co n ditio n s at 
Ch erry ” h eadlin ed th e Dix o n Ev en in g Tele­ 
grap h sto ry o f th e fo llo win g Mo n day ev en in g 
wh en th at p ap er rep o rted th e tragedy to its 
readers. No tin g th at a Telegrap h rep o rter 
was o n th e scen e “to brin g th e tru th to o u r 
readers,” th e p ap er feared a death lo ss o f 
almo st 400. 
Ch erry , th en with a p o p u latio n o f o v er 
5,000 p erso n s, h ad seen its co al o p eratio n

tu n y abide by n ew ch ild-labo r laws th at p ro ­ 
h ibited bo y s u n der 15 fro m wo rkin g u n der­ 
n eath th e gro u n d’s su rface. 
Th e actu al cau se o f th e fire th at bro u gh t 
death an d deso latio n to th e little city was at­ 
tribu ted to a do n key kickin g o v er a lan tern .

o n ly men fo u n d aliv e after th is date, h o wev er. 
Th e Telegrap h rep o rted th at man y Dix o n 
p eo p le h ad made th e trip to Ch erry to “in ­ 
sp ect th e disaster” an d h elp “if th ey co u ld.” 
Amo n g th em was a gro u p wh o dro v e o v erlan d 
in a Max well au to mo bile. Th e p arty left Dix o n 
at eigh t o n a Satu rday ev en in g an d arriv ed in 
Ch erry at midn ite; an av erage o f ten miles an 
h o u r. 
Th e n ewsp ap er rep o rted th e co n ditio n o f 
th e ro ad “in p laces was mu ddy an d sev eral 
times it was n ecessary to get o u t an d p u sh th e 
car th ro u gh th e slime.” Also , as an aside, th e 
p ap er stated “th e Max well made th e trip in 
fin e sh ap e an d th is stren gth en s its rep u tatio n 
as a first-class car.”

more than 40 years ago, 
Schulz can’t remember a 
time when he didn’t like to 
draw pictures. Sometime 
during grammar school he 
decided he wanted to be a 
cartoonist, and after gradu­ 
ating from high school he 
took a correspondence school 
course in art. With this basic 
training (and his natural tal­ 
ent) he was about to embark 
on his chosen career when 
World War II interfered. En­ 
tering the Army in February, 
1943, he serv ed as a machine- 
gun squad leader in France, 
Germany and Austria, before 
receiv ing his honorable dis­ 
charge in February, 1946. 
Ev en in the Army, howev er, 
he found time to draw comical 
sketches of amusing little 
youngsters and their distinctiv e 
reactions to life. Once back 
home in Minneapolis again, he 
began drawing two-column 
panel cartoons for magazines 
and sold sev eral to the Satur­ 
day Ev ening Post and other 
periodicals. He also worked as 
instructor at the saqie Minnea­ 
polis art school at which he had 
been a correspondence student 
some years before. 
In 1949 he sent a bundle of the 
panel cartoons to United Fea­ 
ture Syndicate in New York. 
”My wife and I kept our fin­ 
gers crossed, waiting for the 
reply,” he says, ‘‘and when 
the syndicate wrote that they 
would be interested in seeing 
my funny youngsters dev el­ 
oped in comic-strip form, 
rather than as single panel 
cartoons, I really got excited. 
I had already dev eloped some 
definite little characters that 
I thought would make a good 
daily strip, so I drew them up 
and left for New York.” 
It was a nasty, rainy morning 
when he arriv ed in New York, 
and to keep his drawings dry he 
tucked them under his coat and 
hurried to the syndicate office 
without pausing for breakfast. 
He was so early that none of the 
staff had arriv ed for the day, so 
he left the drawings with the re­ 
ceptionist and went out to eat. 
While he was gone, the edi­ 
tors arriv ed, and the reception­ 
ist gav e them the samples. 
They looked them ov er, and by 
the time Schulz returned they 
had decided that his inimitable 
little characters— good ol’ 
Charlie Brown, Lucy, Patty, 
Violet, Schroeder and the oth­ 
ers—would indeed make a good 
comic strip. And thus was 
“Peanuts” born.

Fish limits 
are reduced 


SPRINGFIELD- The daily 
catch limit will be reduced for 
two species of Illinois fish, ef­ 
fectiv e July 1, according to 
Henry N. Barkhausen, director 
of the Illinois Department of 
Conserv ation. The limit for 
black bass will be reduced from 
10 to 6 and the northern pike 
limit will be three instead of 
fiv e. 
The limit for trout and sal­ 
mon will also be reduced from 
eight to fiv e. This law has been 
in effect on Lake Michigan wa­ 
ters for the last year, but since 
Illinois also has a put-and-take 
trout program on inland wa­ 
ters, the limits are being 
changed to include them as 
well. The 10-inch minimum 
length law will still be in effect 
for Lake Michigan but not for 
trout taken on inland waters. 
“There are sev eral reasons 
we hav e reduced the catch lim­ 
its for black bass and northern 
pike,” said William Harth, su­ 
perintendent of the div ision of 
fisheries for the department. 
“The basic reason is that we 
feel that it will produce better 
fishing for Illinois anglers in the 
long run.” 
A1 Lipinot, chief fisheries bi­ 
ologist for the department, said 
northern pike do not reproduce 
successfully in Illinois. “They 
hav e limited spawning grounds 
because man’s dev elopment 
has 
eliminated 
spawning 
marshes,” he said. “Pike are 
normally found in northern Illi­ 
nois, but they are just holding 
on in these lakes. Due to this 


habitat factor, the population is 
reduced. The department feels 
that reducing the daily catch 
limit will strengthen the popu­ 
lation of northern pike in Illi­ 
nois.” 


The new limits imposed on 
bass will include all black 
bass—largemouth, smallmouth 
and spotted. Biologists hav e 
found that bass populations can 
easily be harv ested to the point 
where populations are hurt for 
sev eral years in new lakes and 
ponds. The daily catch limiu 
are being reduced to cut down 
this initial harv est and make 
good fishing last ov er a period 
of time. 


“Past creel censuses hav e 
shown that the daily limit of 10 
bass is not often reached, and 
that, psychologically, a realis­ 
tic limit is more appealing to 
anglers,” Lopinot said. “With 
the exception of new lakes and 
reserv oirs, less than one per­ 
cent of the state’s anglers take 
their daily limit of bass when 
fishing. We also feel that the 
new limit is more than suffici­ 
ent to feed the av erage family.”
